From archive footage of Danny 
ripping as an 11-year-old to his new 
megaramp setup in Hawaii and with 
fistfuls of really nasty bails littered in 
between, DC’s Waiting For Lightning 
is a shredhead’s wetdream. We 
chatted to writer dude Bret Anthony 
Johnston about how it came to be. 


Q&A BRET ANTHONY 
JOHNSTON, WRITER 

HEY BRET, WHERE DID THE 
IDEA TO MAKE WAITING FOR 
LIGHTNING COME FROM? 

As I understand it, Danny reached 
out to director Jacob Rosenberg cos 
he was the only one he trusted with 
his story. 

WHAT WAS IT LIKE WORKING

Danny is one of the most humble, 
unassuming guys you’ll ever meet, 
and his voice, the way he articulates 
himself, is through his skating. Like 
everyone, he wants his voice to be 
heard; he wants to reach as many 
people as possible and express what 
skateboarding has given to him, so 


he’s been truly forthright through the 
whole process. Our job was to show 
not simply what skating has given 
Danny, but what he has given and 
continues to give to skating. 

WHAT WAS YOUR FAVOURITE PART 
OF THE DOCUMENTARY AND WHY? 
There are too many to name. Danny’s 
story is complex, harrowing, and 
inspiring. Most everyone who sees 
the film comes out changed on the 
other side of it. You can imagine 
what it was like for to make it, how 
inspired we were on a daily basis. 
WHAT’S THE PLAN NOW THE 
FILM’S DONE ITS PREMIERE TOUR? 
All the details are being worked 
out now. The film is in a great place 
and we’re excited for more people 
to see it. Rest assured it will come to 
screens near you sooner than later. 

Be patient. It’ll be worth the wait.

One of my readers gave him the early 
self-published version. I don't know 
how much of it he's read. I don't know 
if he should read it though, I don't 
want to interfere with the natural 
progression of Seagalogy. 

IS THERE ANYONE YOU THINK COULD 
BE THE SEAGAL OF THE FUTURE? 

With the exception of Jason Statham, 

I don't think the theatrical market has 
much room for action star vehicles 
like Seagal used to do, but the DTV guy 
with the most potential is the English 
martial artist Scott Adkins. He's an 
incredible screen fighter who can act 
and he's great in his starring roles, 
especially when playing a Russian, for 
some reason. 

WHAT’S THE NEXT BOOK GOING TO 
BE ON? 

I have a theory that Dolph Lundgren is 
the Superman to Seagal's Batman, so 
that might be worth exploring...

HEY KARL, TELL US A QUICK BIT 
ABOUT YOURSELF. 

I’m an illustrator and typographer 
originally from Brisbane, Australia, 
but I now live in New York City. 

My ‘studio’ is just a desk in my 
apartment. As a kid, I always 
loved drawing. I loved it right up 
until I was 15 or so, at which point 
I decided that it wasn’t a realistic 
career path and I was better off 
dedicating myself to design and 
typography. During the final year 
of my design degree, I decided that I 
needed to give illustration a proper 
shot, otherwise I’d forever regret it. 
In 2007,1 became a member of the 
Australian illustration agency Jacky 
Winter, and I feel as though joining 
them was probably my big break. 


TALK US THROUGH A TYPICAL JOB, 

It depends what sort of project it is, 
and it depends on the client. Some 
are very easy to work with, some 
not. I usually start by sketching a 
number of rough thumbnails, then 
send a few to the client and they 
pick their favourite. 

Then, I do a more 
refined sketch 
and proceed to inks 
and colours. Personal 
work is more fun due 
to the lack of someone 
trying to meddle with it.

I try to keep everything 
as traditional as possible.

In order to play the Joker 
in The Dark Knight, Heath 
Ledger stayed in a hotel room 
for a month formulating the right 
kind of madness. The makeup 
used for his mouth wounds 
was new, and according to 
him, “It didn’t feel like I was 
wearing makeup at all”. 


The soundtrack to The Dark 
Knight Rises was partially 
produced by crowdsource - 
Hans Zimmer put an appeal on Twitter 
because he wanted hundreds of 
thousands of voices chanting together. 
Some of the mixes in the finished film 
contain up to 4,000 separate audio 
tracks playing together.

We’re really excited to be playing Ghostfest 
again this year seeing as last year’s was 


one of our favourite shows to date. We’re 
also going to be at Crash Doubt in Lincoln.

COLLABORATION. As soon as I 
mention that word, it reminds you 
of desperate pop singers.

It’s a cerebral globe-trotting and 
hunting-down-bad-guys affair, where 
your main aim is to be stealthy. It’s 
team-focussed to the extreme - from 
the single player, to the multiplayer 
and the co-op campaign, GRFS wants 
you to be a thoughtful team player. 

So much so that when Ubisoft got to 
the fun stage of mo-capping some 
guys whose neck-to-head ratio is a 
little off, they mo-capped them as a 
team rather than individuals. 

The problem with good team AI, 
is that the enemy AI is just as good. 
Nothing shows it off better than the 
Multiplayer Guerilla mode. This isn’t 
just a boring hoard knock-off - it’s 
extremely tactical and you’ll only 
survive by the skin of your teeth. 


There is a whole host of fun futuristic 
gadgets and features: light-bending 
stealth tech, x-ray vision, sensor 
grenades to reveal enemies, and a 
drone to get some less-bloody recon 
accomplished from your comfy knoll. 
Sync shot is one of those features 
that allows you to take out multiple 
targets - you tag ’em, then your team 
lines up their shots and on your 
mark, you can take out a shedload of 
people in one go. Hugely satisfying. 

The cover system is actually 
sensible - no Mass Effect 3-style 
standing forward rolls whilst being 
shot at as you try to hide - plus, you 
can also shoot through cover. 

One other new addition that’s 
worth a mention is the gunsmith 
customisation feature which has 
Kinect functionality. Imagine if Tom 
Cruise in Minority Report decided 
to be obsessed with weapons - you 
know, instead of his dead son and 
drug addiction - then this is what 
he’d use. Customisation that goes to 
such extremes its almost ungodly.
